On the Saturday night that the en­ 
gagement closed Miss Geary was es­ 
corted to the gubxvay station to take 
the train for her home by a member 
of the company and another of the 
chorus girls, 
Miss Geary was never 
heard of after she left the depot at 
12 o'clock that night. 
W hen the com­ 
pany reached Lowell, Mass., their next 
stopping place, Miss Geary failed to 
appear. A few days later a letter was 
received by the m anagem ent of the 
company purporting to have been sent 
by a physician and written in a fem­ 
inine hand. 
It contained a doctor’s 
certificate that Miss Geary was 111 with 
stomach trouble, in Boston.

thought the doctor's name was a for­ 
gery, because no doctor of the name 
on the paper can be found iu Lynn or 
Boston.

Tokio, Oct. 30.—The great shinto 
rites In memory of the naval officers 
and men who were killed during the ; 
war were held Sunday at Aoyama cern J 
etery. 
Besides the admirals, officers j 
and sailors, hundreds of civil digni­ 
taries were present. 
Admiral Togo 
addressed the departed spirits, eulo- I 
gizing their noble deeds in battle and ' 
their gallant co-operation which re­ 
sulted In the sacrifice of their lives. 
He humbly asked repose for the spir­ 
its whose exemplary deeds in life had j 
contributed to the victory over a pow- j 
erful enemy, 
While reading his ad- I 
dress Admiral Togo was seen to be j 
stirred 
with strong emotion, which 
was in contrast with his calm demean- j 
or while on the bridge of the Mikasa 
during the hottest battles. 
The cere- J 
mony was most impressive and cal­ 
culated to leave a lasting impression 
on those who witnessed It. Thousands 
of sailors marched to the accompany­ 
ing strains of music to the cemetery 
and afterward to the naval club.
